We 


have met it with moderation of council. 


THE LONE CHAMPION OF HUMAN RIGHTS 


Our mctive v.-lll not be revenge or assertion of visible might of a nation, 


but justice and human rights, of which we are the single champion. 


When i addressed congress last on February 26, that should it deem 


it sufficient to use our arms or right to use the seas against unlawful inter- 
ference or to keep our people safe, or against i.nlnuful violence, that we 
assert our tights ?nd that unarmed neutrality has been impracticab'e, that 
because outlaws with German submarines have been used against our com- 
meres, we should take some method to protect our rights, such action would 
be vindicated. 


It is impossible to defend our ships against these attacks and our mer- 


chant ships would not be able to defend themselves against these attacks. 
It is our common purpose under the circumstances to give protection to un- 
armed vessels. The Germans deny the right of reutrals to use arms at all 
and say that armed merchant vessels will be dealt with, must 
be dealt 


with upon sight, if dealt with at all. 


ARMED NEUTRALITY WOULD BRING WAR 


The guard we have placed on our merchant ships will be dealt with as 


beyond the pale of law and subject to be dealt with 
as 
pirates. 
Armed 


neutrality would be unfair at best; in such circumstances it is likely 
to 


produce that which it was meant to prevent ; it is practically certain to 
develop into war as armed belligerents. 


There is one form of justice we cannot make, that we are incapable of 


making. We are not prejudiced ayainst a people who had no voice in the 
ruthless submarine warfare, and who are ignorant of the wrongs against 
ail neutrals and which strike at the very root of human nature. 


GIVE FINANCIAL AID TO ALLIES 


It will fall upon this country to supply the enemies of Germany with 


materials and add to their financial credit in the most efficient and econom- 
ical way possible. 
It will befall upon this government the responsibility of 


dealing with the enemy's submarines. 
It will befall upon this government 


to call for an army of at least 500,000 men and to supply sufficient funds to 
keep these men in training. It will befall also uoon this 
government 
to 


supply the necessities for which these nations depend upon this 
country. 


We must guard again the evils which would 
be likely to arise out of the 


inflation of vast loans. 


In carrying out the measures of which these few are 
sufficient, 
we 


should keep constantly in mind the wsidom of duty and consider unfair- 
ness as little as possible. 
It will be our very practicable duty to supply 


the nations already at war with Germany with the material which can be 
obtained only from us, or by our assurance. 
They arc in the field and 


we should help in every way practicable.

All laws 
for the protection of fish and game 
In these streams and lakes are to 
come under the direction of this sec- 
retary. His term of office is for two 
years and he shall appoint all heads 
of bureaus, clerks, stenographers., 
wardens, experts and all other em- 
ployes of the department and shall 
fa their salaries in amounts which 
oorae under the prescription of the 
law. The board of agriculture may, 
by six of the members concurring, 
veto any appointment made by the 
secretary.
